In exchange for this con­ 
cession the U nited States Is to give the 
G overnm ent ot Nicaragua a proportionate 
share of the tolls. The Senate m ay ratify 
the in nty. but the vote upon it will be close;

H e said he would only be able 
to continue in office by a law providing him 
w ith substitutes. 
If the House refused to 
grant the m eans w ith w hich >o provide 
substitutes with a suitable compensation lie 
m ust decline to be responsible for the for­ 
eign policy. 
W hen he declared on his 
oath that the new post was necessary, the 
refusal of the House to establish it was a 
virtual declaration that he was either igno­ 
rant or incapable. 
“After I have sacrificed 
my health and my strength,” lie said, “ in 
the service of the Em peror and the Father­ 
land, do not refuse me w hat is necessary to 
the best interests of the service.” 
Bismarck, continuing his speech, severely 
rebuked the House for seeking to prevent 
him continuing his policy, 
lie said the 
threatened action of the House would make 
mobilization unnecessary, even after the 
m illions th at had been spent thereon. 
H e 
gave his official assurance that his present 
staff' was inadequate, adding that a refusal 
to comply w ith his ropiest would only em ­ 
bitter his life. 
Yollm ar insinuated that official oaths 
were worthless, as already proven in the 
law Courts. 
The statem ent excited a great uproar, 
and protests and calls fur order were made. 
Bism arck protested against such treat­ 
ment, and claimed that he should be treated 
with the decency prevailing in educated 
society.

Bids for lighting the city were next 
opened 
The gas company offered to light 
184 lam ps at $3 90 per m onth for each 
lamp. T hat is ten cents loss than th e pres­ 
ent contract, which is $4 per lamp. The 
Pacific Company, Thomson-Houston sys­ 
tem, offered to place in position at allóm ate 
intersections oí J and K streets nineteen 
suspended lights of 2000-candle power, sim ­ 
ilar to those now in use, and eight masts, 
with four sim ilar lights on each, in certain 
portions of the city, at a bight < t 150 feet, 
which would illum inate the city through­ 
out its entire limits, at $21 per lam p per 
annum . They claim that the four lights at 
that bight would brilliantly illum inate a 
radius of 3,000 feet. They exhibited a map, 
in which ihey noted places where those 
masts could be erected, so that the entire 
city would be well and uniform ly lighted. 
They claimed their light was offered m uch 
cheaper than gas, and that the light ex­ 
tended over vastly m uch more territory 
than did the gas. illum inated a large por­ 
tion of the suburbs not reached by gas, and 
the light was 231 times as great. 
The Sacramento Electric Light Company 
—the Brush system—offered to 
furnish 
Brush lam ps of 4,900 candle-power, four to 
a mast, 15u feet high, for $1,200 per year; 
3,000 candle-power for $1,100; 2.900 candle- 
power for $1.000, and suspended intersec­ 
tion lam ps at $200 per year each. 
J. O. Coleman represented the Thom son- 
Ilonson system ; J. M. Avery and R. A. 
Fiske, the Brush system, and j . R. W atson, 
the gas company. 
After the bids were read. Trustee Nielsen 
said he would like to hear from the agents 
as to the merits of their different systems. 
H e said he was of the opinion th at the 
electric light was m uch the cheapest—he 
was sure it was much the strongest light. 
The Mayor said the comparisons made 
by the electric companies as to the power of 
their lights were not borne out by the facts. 
H e said it was an easy thing to put such 
statem ents on paper. 
H e thought before 
tlie Trustees abandoned gas, they had bet­ 
ter investigate as to the relative m erits of 
the two lights. H e did not believe that one 
light at an intersection was m ore service­ 
able than four gas jets as they are now 
distributed. It was true there was a brilliant 
light at the intersection, but it faded out in 
a few hundred feet. 
Trustee Nielsen—Y es; hu t they say it 
displaces twenty-five gas jets. 
M ayor Brown—It is true they m ake th at 
assertion ; hut i would like to see it dem ­ 
i s t rated. 
They say so m any thousand 
candle-power; that is an exploded theory. 
How do we know how m any candle-power 
their lam ps are? 
This prelim inary talk between the Mayor 
and the Street Commissioner provoke a dis­ 
cussion of two hours’ duration between tlie 
agent of the gas company and those of the 
electric light companies, and toward the last 
it got quite warm. 
Mr. Avery said the m asts were in use in 
San Francisco, and had demonstrated the 
fact that it was th e best light known. 
A 
m ast 150 feet in bight gave a flood o f light 
over a radius o f 2.000 feet. 
It not only 
lights up the m ain streets and thorough­ 
fares, but the backyards and alleys were 
also illum inated, lie said one of the masts 
w ith four lam ps of 4,Of») candle-power 
each did displace more than twenty-five 
gns-lamps.

H e thought 
for the intersection lighting 1.200 candle- 
power lam ps were just as effective, and 
they came m uch cheaper. 
Air. Coleman offered a map, in onler to 
the better explain the proper locations of 
the lamps. 
Mr. W atson and Mr. Avery objected to 
the map, on the grounds th at it was not 
mentioned in the specifications. 
Trustee Neil sen said this was a subject 
upon which they desired all the light that 
could be possibly throw n upon it, and in­ 
sisted that Mr. Coleman should have the 
use of his map. 
Trustee Gutenbcrger 
agreeing to it, it was so ordered. 
Air. Coleman said he would slate at the 
outset that his company proposed to illum ­ 
inate the city for a much less sum than it 
had ever been done for before, or at least 
within the past few years. 
H e said they 
would furnish the lam ps to the city for $2"i 
per annum each, w hether they were on 
masts or otherwise. He referred to the city 
o f Elgin, Illinois, which lie aid w a s finely 
illum inated with thirty-tw o electric lamps. 
He said with nineteen intersection lamps, 
and seven masts, this city could he better 
illum inated throughout its entire limits 
than any city in the Union. 
He -aid the 
reason th at the intersection lamps oí J and 
K streets were hung s> low was to over­ 
come the shadow produced by the aw nings. 
This does not occur in any other modern 
city, for such wooden awning- as are erect­ 
ed on our two main streets are not known 
outside of Sacramento. 
J. R. W atson, of the gas company, said 
it was all very well for the gentlem an to 
speculate as to w hat they could do. hut 
what proof can they give? We know w hat 
the gas lights will do. T hat is an estab­ 
lished fact. Sacram ento is the best lighted 
city by gas on the coast, w hen the num ber 
of lights are taken into consideration. This 
tiling of candle-power we don’t under­ 
stand. 
It m ust he remembered that many 
of the streets of this city are densely 
shaded with trees. 
What hcnel'q would a 
masted light 1,500 feet distant be to them ? 
In the im m ediate vicinity " f one of those 
masts there would he a powerful light. 
W hat we w ant is a uniform and generally 
diffused light, and such is furnished by the 
present arrangem ent with the gas com­ 
pany. 
H e said it was a well known fact 
that a few years ago I’aris was illum inated 
with electricity; to-day in that great city not 
an ele trie light was to he seen. 
It was not 
successful in London ; they have tried it at 
San Jose and I ais Angeles, and in neither 
city lias it proved w hat was promised. 
Taking everything into consideration, I 
think you had better renew your contract 
with the gas company. 
That company 
lias - rv 1 you well for thirty years. Theirs 
is the faire-t. squarest and best bid. 
Mr. Uolenuiti said: We are willing to 
take all the risks and do not ask the city 
to assume any responsibilities. Only give 
us aehanee. 
W e will extend She wires and 
erect the masts at m ir own expense. T hat 
is a m atter you appear not to have con­ 
sidered. 
V m have to erect and keep in 
repair tie lamp-posts and lam ps for the 
gas company, and we propose to d o all that. 
In speaking of Los Angeles, he said the city 
authorities were well pleased with the elec­ 
tric lighting, so much so 


they did before they were brought into 
competition w ith the electric light. 
Trustee Nielsen said he had become verv 
m uch interested in this electric light bust 
ness. 
H e said we have no lights east of 
Twentieth street or south of It street. 
In 
other words, five-eigliths of the area of our 
city only is lighted. 
By the system of 
masts proposed the entire area of our city 
can, they claim, be better lighted and for 
less m oney than the present five-eighths is. 
If that is tlie case, the people in the sub­ 
urbs. who pay taxes and claim equal rights 
in all public benefits, will hold us respon­ 
sible if we do not extend this light to them 
when it can be done w ithout additional 
cost. 
If we were to pay the gas company 
fur lighting the whole city it would take 150 
more lam ps. It looks to ine feasible if they 
can do w hat they propose, and I have no 
right to doubt it. 
If we can light the city 
by electricity the way they say we can. we 
m ust do it; it is our duty to do so.
